The 
demurrer challenged the right of 
the State to enter suchw. motion. 
Hie court held that the law was 
designed to protect the public as 
well as the Individual and that 
the State did have the right to 
•peal for a change of venue. 
He announced he would hear 
the reading of affidavits- or oral 
testimony by which the prosecu- 
tion hopes to establish that a fair 
and impartial trial could not be 
held here. The State was not 
ready to proceed, however, and 
as it was then 12 o'clock. Judge 
White recessed court until 1:30 
o'eiock reading of the affidavits 
was expected to begin at on re- 
conrening of court. Whether oral 
testimony would be heard was 
.not indicated.

quest of Mr. Aubrey E. Strode for 
Judge Hundley."

Swedish Speeders to 


Establish Own Guilt 


(By The Associated I*re«) 


STOCKHOLM, 
July ?6—Unusua 


measures for preventing automobile 
accidents, and an entirely origlna 
idea for keeping the s,-»>» ing nui- 
sance in check are features in the 
new motor traffic laws which have 
Just been passed by the Swedish Riks- 
dag. 


A striking paragraph in the new 


law is that which provides for the 
compulsory use of recording speed- 
ometers on all motor vehicles Such a 
device not only indicates the number 
of miles the car has run but al<=o the 
rate of speed during any part of the 
run Thus, on the one hand, the in- 
nocent driver who may be wrongly 
accused of exceeding speed limits, has 
a mechanical record with which to 
prove his innocence, while officers of 
the law can use the automatic record 
as irrefutable evidence against the 
guilty speeder. Up to the present, no 
recording speedometer for automo- 
biles has been perfected, but prom- 
ising experiments witn such an in- 
strument 
are being conducted, and 
the new law provides that, as soon as 
the mechanical 
problem has 
been 


solved, the government has the power 
to require the use of recording speed- 
ometers. 
Drivers' licenses, under the new 


Swedish law, shall be issued only to 
persons who can pass the eye and ear 
tests prescribed by doctors Each ap- 
plication must also be accompanied 
by a testimonial signed by a local 
motor traffic inspector to the effect 
that the applicant is known to be of 
sober habits and of orderly conduct 
Each license issued must contain the 
photograph of the holder 


Inspectors of motor traffic are to 


be appointed for' every province. They 
must qualify for the position either 
by graduating from a technical school 
bi or otherwise showing that their 
experience has 
given them 
expert 


knowledge.

licenses and 
be familiar with all 


makes of cars.

little group of American here for the 
past lour years who have taken tny- 
thlng but a minor part in the vast 
work of the reparation commission. 
This unheralded little group con- 
stitutes the staff of accountant* with 
the commission, and is headed bj 
George P. Auld, .formerly an officer 
of the United Stattf navtey; 'who 
holds the post of Accountant Gen* 
eral. He i» responsible directly to 
the "commission for the completeness 
and accuracy of all financial records 
having to do with the receipt and 
disbursement of money and commo. 
dltles handed over by Germany. 
The position of Mr. Auld with the 
commission Is entirely individual, as 
ic has no connection with the United 
States or any other government. His 
staff of about 20 Americans comes 
under the same classification. 
The task of the accountancy de- 
partment is one of the most difficult 
of the commission'* work. To strike 
ita daily and monthly Balances, it 
must deal with ships, livestock, abon- 
doned war material, rolling-stock, coal 
and coak, dyestuffs, and a score of 
other commodities, as well as the 
actual cash payments of German gold 
marks. When the balance sheet has 
been tallied, it Is necessary to render 
the totals In marks, pounds, francs. 
lires and dollars. The
